Frankfort, Ky., Dec. 8.— Tho annual 
mld-wlnter conferenco for school su- 
perintendents of Kentucky will be held 
hero December 14, 15 and 16, accord- 
ing to Information sent out by George 
Colvln, sUte superintendent of public 
instruction. The superintendents will 
meet for a round tablo discussion 
Thursday, December 14, but the regu- 
lar scsolons of the conference will not 
begin until tho following day. 

In letters sent out from the depart- 
ment of education Mr. Colvln has 
urged a full attendance, giving It ae 
his opinion that the county boards can 
authorize the payment of tho superin- 
tendent's expenses for the conference. 

We ought to make this conference 
an occasion for formulating a school 
program to bo presented to tho polit- 
ical putties when they draft their plat- 
form next? year," Superintendent Col- 
vln said. "Whatever reactionary forces 
there are In tho state will more than 
likely center their forces and activities 
upon the suporlnlendoncy within the 
romlng months. If the county superin- 
tendents are to hold the advantages 
they have won they will need to stand 
together ns never before."

IRISH_FREE STATE 

O'Connor, Mellows and Two Others 
Are Executed By Irish Free Slate 
At Reprisal for the Aassasslna. 
tlon of Deputies 

Dublin, Dec. 8. — Rory O'Connor and 
Llam .Mellows. Irish rebel generals 
taken prisoners after tho insurrection 
against the Free State was put down In 
Dubliu, were executed at Mount Jay 
Prison today, it was announced official- 
ly. 

Two other insurgent officers were 
executed at the same time. 

The Free state government a 
nounced the rebel leaders were ex- 
ecuted as a reprisal for the assislna- 
tion of Sean Hales, Free State' Parlia- 
ment deputy, yesterday'. , 

Tho executions created nearly as 
much excitement as was occasioned by 
that of Erskine Childers, for O'Connor 
and Mellows were heroes to all with 
republican leanings because of their 
gallant stand In the Four Courts fight 
O'Connor held out In the law courts 
between the banks of the Liffy against 
overwhelming orlds until Free State 
artillery sent wnlls crashing in about 
the heads of his men. Finally he sur- 
rendered. 

Llam Mellows, leading a little rebel 
band In guerilla fighting on Sackville 
street, finally was cornered near the 
Gresham Hotel. He was called upon to 
surrender, but refused and came out, 
revolver In hand, resolved to die fight 
Ing. A Free State trooper wounded 
him and he was captured.

Lexington, Ky. — Tobacco gardlng 
domonatratlons that are being put on 
over the burlcy district this fall 
through the cooperation of the Hurley 
Tobacco Growers' Co-opc. alive Associ- 
ation, county agricultural ugents and 
the College of Agriculture mark a big 
step toward better methods of market- 
ing Kentucky farm products, accord- 
ing to 0.| B. Jesness, chief o fthe mar- 
keting section of the college. The im- 
portance of striving for uniformity and 
quality in the hurley Mat crop will be 
stressed in the demonfratlons. Any 
farm product that has these two char- 
acteristics is far less hard to markot 
than those tint do not have them. 

"Tobacco mai.ufacturerse, like 
others who deal In farm products buy 
them for definite purposes and want 
the grades best suited to their needs. 
The tobacco manufacturer who is look- 
ing for a certain grade of smoking type 
tobacco naturally prefers to buy a uni- 
form lot of that tobacco rather than 
a mixture of chewing and smoking 
types. One of the big advantages of the 
co-operative tobacco marketing organ- 
izations is that the leaf handled by 
them is sold on the basis of definite 
grades so that the farmer is paid in 
accordance with what he produces. 

"The same princple holda true with 
other products. It Is Important to 
know market demands and preferences 
an dbo guided by them in producing 
for the market. Butter made from low- 
quality creay, sells at lower prices 
than that made from high quality 
cream and the difference in the price 
paid the farmer for cream. Apples 
which have been injured by insects, 
diseases or bruises or which are un- 
graded do cot sell nearly as well os 
those which are uniform and of good 
quality. The potato crop is large this 
year but the leading potato-growing 
states are taking steps to offset this 
heavy production by giving special at- 
tention to grading so that their output 
may find satisfactory markets. 

"Standardization and grading have 
aided considerably In developing many 
of the outstanding co-operative mar 
ketings organizations in the country 
Marketing organizations handling such 
products as citrus fruits, butter, 
cheeBe, apples, cranberries, ralsons, 
wool and eggs have used careful grad 
ing and by so doing have stimulated 
the demand for their products and in 
creased the prices obtained for their 
members." 



IRON ORE IN NORTH CAROLINA. 

The continuous production of grown 
hematite (iron ore) in North Carolina 
during the last five years has attracted 
attention to that state as a possible 
source of an abundant supply of ore of 
that kind when the demand for it be- 
comes greater. Since the beginning 
of 1917 about 126,000 tons of brown 
hemajtie has been produced in the 
state, a large part. of it in Cherokee 
county. 

Most of the deposits of brown ore in 
North Carolina are found in the val- 
leys that lie between the mountain 
ranges in the western part of the state 
and on the Piedmont Plateau, In its 
central part Some deposls are found 
in the Costal Plain, but they are of 
little value. The largest deposits In 
the mountain district are In Cherokee, 
Madison, and McDowell counties. 
Those In Uie Piedmont region are in 
Catawba, Lincoln, and Gaston coun- 
ties, -'tfl ff 
The origin and age of the deposits, 
the character of the oro, and other per- 
/ tlnent information are set forth In a 
report by W. S. Bayley, Just published 
by the United States Geological Sur- 
vey, as Bulletin 735-F.

Lexington, Ky. — Thla Is the time of 
the year to spray peach trees with lime 
■ulphur to prevent damage next spring 
from peacsh leaf curl, orchard special- 
ists at the College or Agriculture say 
Many farmers and growers make the 
mistake of putting off the sprayine 
and then getting alarmed because the 
leaves on their peach trees curl up 
and drop after It is too late to stop the 
disease. 

Leaves Infested with the disease be- 
>me swollen, distorted and curled 
and finally drop off soon after they 
unfold In the spring. This takes the 
life out of the tree and finally causes 
the fruit to drop. The disease Is check- 
ed by spraying the trees a this time of 
the year with a lime sulphur solution 
made by using one part of commercial 
snlphur to eight of water.
